mediately in order to get the ‘federal government 
deficiency payment on eggs. 

, Speaking at a meeting of Cowichan Agricultural 
Society, J..A. F. Mutter, Cowichan Creamery manager 
and chairman of the CAS poultry committee, said the first 
payment will be made in March. 

The scheme, started in October, allows the farmer to 
claim the difference between 33 cents per dozen and the 
average across Canada.
